colored pure spirit, flavored with a few drops 
of the oil alluded to, ‘Tho same may. bo 
said of tho stuff’ furnished in demi- 
johns from the wholesale grocers and liquot

business that required industrious habits— 
The fault is not in the business but in the 
man, 

There is no charm about husbandry to 
save a man from the consequences of his 
stupidity, or of his recklessness. Men must 
bring to the cultivation of the soil the same 
qualities, mental and moral, that command 
success in other callings, if they would 
make money by farming. If they will do 
this, laying their plans wisely, and invest- 
ing their capital and labor with reference 
to future, as well as present results, they 
will wake money with more certainty than 
in any other calling, The price of their 
products is rarely so low that it will not 
remunerate labor, while it is almost uniform- 
ly so high as to give it an ample reward. 
The business of the merchant is liable to 
large losses, ind with all the skill and eap- 
ital embarked in the trade, in our large ci- 
ties, nine out of every ten fi The farmer 
has but few losses that he cannot guard 
against, and with skill and energy nine out 
of every ten men will succeed in gaining 
a competence for old age. If a man can 
not “make haste to be rich” in tilling the 
soil, he has this consolation, that he is free 
from those distressing anxioties, and those 
strong temptations, which beset thoso who 
will make money at all hazards, A sure 
and fair reward for labor is a much better 
stimulus to our industry, than those specu- 
lative enterprises which sometimes bring 
sudden wealth, but more frequently result 
in embarrassment and ruin, 

There is no reason why a skillful and in- 
dustrious man should uot make money. by 
farruing. Men often turn from mechanical 
or mercantile pursuits to the farm, and if 
they have done well in their former pur 
shits, thoy are quité certain to prosper as 
lords of the soil. Tt isthe man and not 
the business that makes money. York 
Times.

The general report, that Mrs, Cunning- 
ham was safely delivered of a child this 
morning, who would claim as heir to the 
Burdell estate, created a good deal of ex 
citoment throughout the city, which was 
increased by the announcement that Mrs. 
Cunningham was under arrest, for what 
cause was unknown. 

The following statement of the ficts in 
the case, which were procured at the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office this morning, and 
elsewhere, by our reporters, will shed some

Dr Uhl visited Mrs Cunningham by ap- 
pointment at half-past threo o'elgek rf the 
afiernoon, and told her he was prepared to 
carry out tho thing at once; that the Cali- 
fornia widow. was about to be confined at 
No. 190 Elm street, and she must be pre- 
pared to receive the little stranger with pro- 
per ceremonies, Thon she said she would 
be confined that night, if he would produce 
the child by nine o'clock. He was to come 
over and let her know at a quarter before 


nine o'clock, and she would send a woman 
to bring the child in a basket. 

No time was to be Jost, Mr Hall hired 
a room of a respectable Iager-bier seller at 
No, 190 Elm street, mid inmediately sent 
Cown suitable furniture from his own Riise, 
including the basket for the baby. Dr. Uhl 
took*possession of the premises, and had 
hardly got possession when Mrs, Cunning: 
ham was seen passing the house and eyeing 
it closely. 

Policemen were now judiciously posted, 
and everything was arranged. ‘The great- 
est difficulty was to produce an “after-birth.” 
Dr. Do Ja Montagnio immediately posted 
to Bellevue Hospital, and succeeded in get- 
ting what he wanted, as wel! as the assist- 
ance of an intelligent Trish girl, named ma 
ty Regan, who was to act as nurse to the 
fictitious widow, A physician was also 


engaged to lie in bed with a night-cap on, 
and do the groaning for the “ widow.” 
This party arrived at 190 Elm street just in 
season. 

Officer Wm. B. Walsh, of the Court of 
Sessions, was posted in. the street opposite, 
and Inspectors Speight and Dilkes in Bond 
street, The physician who was to person- 
ate the “widow,” assisted Dr, Montagnie 
in certain operations necessary to give the 
child the appearance of a new-born babe, 
and then wentto bed. Some private marks 
were also made on the child’s head, with 
nitrate of silver, A messenger was sent to 
31 Bond street, 

Shortly after Captain Speight saw Mrs. 
Cunningham leave her house; followed her 
into a Fourth avenue car, where she was 
recognized by the Conductor and some pas- 
sengers, who spoke to Oapt. Speight about 
her, She was disguised in a guest nun’s 
dress. The Captain followed her into Elm 
street, until she disappeared into the lager 
bier saloon. 4 

He then returned to his post. In a few 
moments Dr, Uhl came out and asked the 


| officers opposite whether they had scen the 


woman leave the house, — She had passed 
out so quictly that they liad failed to per- 
ceive hor. 

The officers next repaired to No. 31 
Bond street, where they learned that Mrs. 
Cunningham liad gone ont, but lind not re- 
turned, and that a man with a white bat 
had gone in, [This was Dr. Cutler, of 
Brooklyn, who was assisting Mrs. C, in 
good fuith.] 

Dr. Montugnie at once went to the cor- 
ner of Bowery and Bond street, where he 
met Mrs Cunningham, jn the nun’s dress, 
with a large basket in her hands, in which 
he had placed the babe. She went into her 
house. 

It had been arranged between her and 
Dr. Uhl that she should send in urgent 
haste to his house. Accordingly he had ap- 
peared and went. 

He soon came out and walked down thie 
streot. The officers then went up, by the 
District Attorney's directions, rung the bell 
and entered: They were met by two wo- 
men at the door, who informed them that 
Mrs. Cunningham was very sick and could 
not be seen, They found her in bed with 
the baby by hor side—one of the “nurses” 
giving her warm drink from a dish over a 
lamp from time to time, 


Mrs. Cunningham replied, 
whose elsa could it bef” ~The 
officers at length told Jier that she must 
be arrested, that the game was now played 
out. 

She was apparently under the influence 
of opium, in order to create artificial pale- 
ness, One of the nurses was takon to the 
station-house, and the other remained at 31 
Bond street with Mrs Cunningham,in charge 
of the officers. 

To-day, affidayits were submitted before 
Justice Flandreau, and warrants were issued 
for the arrest of Mrs, Cunningham, her 
purses, Dr Cutler, and others.

CAPTAIN BPE 8 AFFIDAVIT. 

Francis S. Speight, captain of the 21st 
precinct, being duly sworn, says; On the 
night of the 3rd of August, while on duty, 
in Bond street, he saw a woman closely 
veiled, and having a black silk skirt and a 
grey duster, come from the premises cf No 
31 Bond street, and proceed up Bond street 
to the corner of the Bowery, and wait a 
few minutes for a car, and get into one;

bedside, who states her name to be Ann 
Burns.

MRS. CUNNINGITAM. 


The. intelligences that Mrs. Cunningham 
was under arrest for a felony in attempting 


her alleged marriage with Dr. Burdell,spread 
like a prainie-firo through the city on Tues 
day. The evidence fixes the crime upon 
her beyond a question. It shows that while 
still in prison under indictment for murder, 
she feigned pregnancy, the advancing symp- 
toms of which she has, with the a 
and adroitness of a woman, shown from 
time to time, and by lier appearance and 
the statements of her cottuaet taken pains 
to keep before the public. That latterly 
she has caused it to be given out that her 
confinement was approaching, and with re- 
markable hardihood and self-reliance, las 
prenerest the materials for the plot and 
rought it to a completion. Thanks to the 
honor and secretiveness of one of her con- 
fidentinl physicians, and to the skill and 
energy of the District-Attorney and his 
agents, this infamous design has been ut- 
terly foiled and its author exposed, , 

The Revised Statutes of this State affix 
4 penalty to the crime of which Mrs. Cun- 
ningham has been guilty in the following 
words : 

“Every person who shall fraudulently prom 
duce an infant, falsely pretending it to have 
beon born of parents whose child would be en- 
titled toa share of any ‘personal estate, or to 
inherit any real estate, with the intent of in- 
tercepting the inheritance of any such real es- 
tate, or tho distribution of nny such personal 
property from any person lawfully entitled 
therto, shall, upon conviction, be punished iby 
imprisonment in 4 State prison not exceeding 
ton years.” 

However sufficient for ordinary cases the 
extreme penalty of the law thus declared 
may be, it is certainly disproportionate to 
that of Mrs, Cunningham. Tsken in all 
its cirenmstances and concomitants, there 
is nothing like it in the ‘annals of crime. 
Tere is a woman, wlio has for at leastthree 
months, devoted herself to the object of 
producing a protended heir to Dr. Burdell 
in order to obtain the whole of lis property, 
a large share of which she had before 
cliimed as his widow. While imprisoned 
on a charge of murder she pretends to be 
pregnant, and when upen trial causes jt to 
be whispered about the court-room that 
such is the fact, thus creating sympathy in 
| addition to that called forth by the group 
| ing of her children about her, Before the 
Surrogate the prospective event is artfully 
introduced and commented upon by her 
counsel, and, strange to say, no longer ago 
than yesterday, additional points were sub- 
mitted by Mr. Dean, the gist of which is 
that Jegitimacy as well as’ marriage is in- 
volved in the judgment to be pronouneed 
upon her claim upon the Burdell estate. 

Can this be all? every one will inquire. 
Is n woman who could be guilty of a crime 
like this likely to be innocent of those oth- 
ér ones which have been laid at her door?

Incendiary Pires in Peterboro,

$26,000 worth or Phopynty DESTROYED. 


J the Peerboro Reriew cf 
Friday that on T uesday night last, about 12 
o’clocks an alarm was given that some old 
buildings near the residence of Mr. Dunsford 
were on fire, but before the bell rang it was 
suppressed through the timely exertions of a 
few neighbors, ass than an hour after an- 
other fire broke out froma shed in tear of 
Chambers’ block, on Brock street, and the 
engine, while on its way to the spot, 
tened in a gravel pit. “Simultaneously with 
this misfortune, another fire broke out in a 
Foundry, belonging to Messrs, Moffut & Sto- 
yenson, at the opposite end of the town. ' The 
fire at Chambers’ had so effectually diverted at- 
tention, that the other gained headway before 
assistance could be procured even to cave any 
of the things from the building; and before 
the engine reached the spot and had made 
ready, the flames had gained so serious a mas« 
tery that it was deemed hopeless to attempt to 
saveit. ‘The wind blew strong at the time, 
and large flakes of fire were carried over the 
town, placing the American Hotel, sheds, &c., 
in jeopardy. To add to the discouragement 
of the people, water was scarce; and it is .con- 
sidered almost miraculous that the fire did not 
extend to the business part of the town, which 
jonly escaped, the Review says, “by the skin of 
our teeth.”

Taken 
from the “ Album de Souvenirs Canadiens” 
of Lieut. Col. Jacques Viger, First Mayor 
of the City of Montreal, etc, etc. In the case 
containing these specimens is a card bearing the 
following inscription :—“ Lithographic Storie 
from the Township of Marmora, Canada West. 
It occurs in beds of one to two feet thick, at the 
base of a formation geologically termed tho

ferior part of the lower Silurian rocks of Ame- 
rica, Tt océura also-in the Township of Rama, 
on Lake Simeoe, and both localities being in 
the same Geological. position, there is little 
doubt it will be found to run from one to the 
other, the distance being seventy miles.

The Falling off at Watering Places. 
| [From the Philadelphia Ledger, July 30 } 
| The first of Auguat is close upon us, when 
Saratoga and Cape May were wont to be 
over crowded, yet from these, in common 
,with all the other fashionable watering pla 
ces, comes up & cry of desertion and des- 
pair. In vain have landlords raised the 
prices ; in vain has the science of extortion 
in little things been developed to perfection; 
in vain do obsequious waiters rub their 
hands in expectation of the guests they will 
either fleece or starye; few visitors arrive, 
fewer stay,still fewer launch into the extray- 
agances of former years. The belles de- 
clare there are no beaux, and flit back, in 
chagrin, to their city boudoirs. Manceu- 
jYering mammas wonder what has become 
jof all the single men of fortune. Saratoga 
is downhearted in consequence, Newport 
sits weeping among her fogs. Cape May 
bewails her former glories. Long Branch, 
like a deserted and envious old dowager, 
thanks her stars hypocritically, that this 
year no rabble are about. Even Niagara 
is piqued at neglect, and rolls grander than 
ever, but in vain. 

The explanation of all this, we are told, 
is that the season has been cold and wet. 
But this, we submit, is not the only reason. 
We doubt, indeed, if it is the principal one. 
The truth is that high prices and indiffer- 
ent accommodations are the chief causes of 
this desertion of watering places. For years 
past we have seen the inevitable nemesis 
approaching which has now struck down 
insolent landlords and supercilious clerks. 
The public will bear much, but not every- 
thing. It put up with small rooms and 
wretched food, first at ten dollars a week, 
then at twelve, and finally at fourteen,

In analysing this Report, it will be found 
much more favorable to Canadian interests 
than could have been expected from the apa- 
thetic indifference, on the subject of our own 
Executive, the open hostility of Messrs. La- 
bouchere, Ellis, and others of the committee, 
and last, though not least, the damaging ad- 
vocacy of a tredtherons Plenipotentiary.

Ifhe did go for that purpose, there seem to be 
but two ways of nttaining his object: the first 
would be by showing that the existence of such 
A monopoly is inconsistent with good policy 
as founded in the rights, privileges, and welfare 
of the community at large, and in this instance 
us opposed 'to Canadian interests particularly 
by preventing the extension of colonization an 
civilization in the disputed territory. This 
mode of procedure would haye been sufficient 
as to all that portion of territory claimed by 
the license granted in 1838 and which expires 
in 1859, as {t would prevent the renewal of that 
License. ‘The second mode would be to attack 
the validity of the charter; for if the charter 
be invalid, the Company will when their lease 
expires /have no claim whatover, and the whole 
territory will at once fall into our possession. 
By those best competent to pronounce an opi- 
nion, the charter is not considered ;worth the 
parchment upon which it is written, and it must 
invyitably crumble in’ pieces, 86 soon as the 
proper legal tests bo applied.
